St. Louis, April 22.-JJr. H. L. NltK 
tert, superintendent of the city hot- j 
pital, has Just performed one of thtr : 
moat remarkable operations ever re- j 
corded in the annals of sorgery. It 
consisted of taking- three stitches in 
the heart of Philip Qunn, who had 
been stabbed in a saloon brawl. Thw 
point of the knife blade had entered 
the right ventricle and had pierced 
to the oavlty of the heart.

The minerals exhibit will be one i 
the most important feuturcs of tl 
Fun-American exposition. The a 
plications for apace are so numerot 
as to raise the question us to the po 
sibillty of accommodating ull the pros- 
pective exhibitors. 

The building to be devoted to the ex- 
hibit is one of u group of three mug- 
.-llficent structures arranged iu the 
form of a horseshoe, at the western 
•joundary of the Esplanade. The 
Mines building Is the southernmost of 
the group, and is connected with the 
Horticulture building by one of the 
conservatories which flank the Horti- 
culture building on the north and 
south. It is 150 feet square, and at 
each of the four corners it has a pavil- 
ion 100 feet high. The eastern facade, 
looking upon the Esplanade, shows 
three high recessed arches between 
the towers, forming an open loggia 
elaborately and beautifully ornament- 
ed with plastic details and decorated in 
brilliant colors.

Dr. Da- 
vid T. Day, superintendent of mining 
at the Pun-American exposition, says 
of thia building: "I have to say that 
the building deaignated for the min- 
eral exhibits is, for iu else, the most

Included In this exhibit 
is a magnificent suite of gold and sil- 
ver specimens from Colorado, and the 
finest specimen of native gold ever 
taken from the earth, which come 
trom California. A complete eeries of 
all the mineral species found in the 
United States, according to Dana's 
classification, 4s also Included in the 
•ahlblt, and to these will be added spe- 
cimens of the resources of Uncle Sam's 
new possessions.
